Drama Club ready to put 
|on ‘Beauty and the Beast’

WILMINGTON — At the end 
of March, the Wilmington Mid- 
dle School Drama Club will per- 
form “Beauty and the Beast” as 
its first live musical production 
since prior to the COVID-19 pan- 
demic. 

68 students are involved in 
the musical’s production, with 


39 cast members and 29 crew, 


members. Students on the 
crew perform a variety of dif- 
ferent jobs, including set de- 
signing/painting, creating props 
and costumes, doing hair and 
makeup, serving as part of 
the onstage run-crew, and con- 
trolling light and sound sys- 


tems. Additionally, four WMS Dra- 
ma Club Alumni will join the 
Production Team, and 10 local 
musicians will play in the live 
orchestra. 

Rather than a junior version 
of the play,.the WMS Drama 
Club is tackling the Broadway 
version of “Beauty and the 


_ Beast.”. Along with more com- 


plex musical arrangements and 
choreography, this production 
is utilizing elaborate set pieces 
and props, including the Magic 
Rose, custom designed, built 
and programmed for the show 
by the Technical Director. 

This year’s musical marks a 
return to live theater for the 
WMS Drama Club. Much to the 
disappointment of the cast, crew, 


and faculty members, the WMS 
Drama Club’s 2020 production, 
“Shrek the Musical,” was cancel- 
ed just eight days before open- 
ing night. 

“We had put a lot of work into 
that show over the months that 
we had been rehearsing it for, 
and for it to be canceled just 
over a week before our first 
showing was pretty disappoint- 
ing for me,”.said Kevin Prus- 
slin, who was cast as Baby Bear 
in 2020’s “Shrek,” and is now 
playing Maurice in “Beauty and 
the Beast. “It took me a while 
as well to even accept that it 
wasn't just being postponed, and 
was being canceled entirely.”

Developer of Highland Estates

WILMINGTON — Dur- 
ing the Board of Select- 
men meeting on Monday

side of the property, in the 
amount of 9,840 cubic 
yards, to pave the new 
road and finish their proj- 
ect. 

Town Manager Jeff Hull 
shared the approval rec- 
ommendations from the 
Board of Health, the Di- 
rector of Planning and 
Conservation, and the De- 
partment of Public Works. 
He read all of the condi- 
tions given by the DPW 
including hours for haul- 
ing and rock crushing, 
blasting needing to meet 
laws and regulations, and 
taking caution entering 
and leaving the site. He 
also explained that a de- 
nial of this request from 
the Board of Selectmen 
would conflict with the 
Planning Board’s appro- 
val of the subdivision.

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New safety system in place at railroad

WILMINGTON -—- There 
has been much debate 
over the safety of the 
MBTA railroad crossing 
located on Middlesex Ave- 
nue near the North Wil- 
mington station since a 
recent, fatal accident. 

On Jan. 21, 2022, Wil- 


mington resident Rober- 
ta Sausville, 68, was struck 
and killed by an inbound 
train while crossing the 
tracks in her vehicle. 

Preliminary investiga- 
tions found that human 
error was the cause for 
the safety gates and warn- 
ing signals to be inopera- 
ble at the time of the ac- 
cident. 


Earlier that day; a sig- 
nal maintainer from Keo- 
lis, the company hired by 
the MBTA to operate and 
maintain the commuter 
rail, was performing reg- 
ularly scheduled testing 
of the railroad crossing 
safety system.

HOW TO FIGURE 
ESTIMATED 


TAX 


Individuals, including sole proprietors, partners, and S 
corporation shareholders, generally use Form 1040-ES, to 


figure estimated tax. 


To figure your estimated tax, you must figure your 
expected adjusted gross income, taxable income, taxes, 
deductions, and credits for the year. 

When figuring your estimated tax for the current year, 
it may be helpful to use your income, deductions, and 
credits for the prior year as a starting point. Use 
your prior year’s federal tax return as a guide. You can 
use the worksheet in Form 1040-ES to figure your 
estimated tax. You need to estimate the amount of income 
you expect to earn for the year. If you estimated your 
earnings too high, simply complete another Form 1040-ES 
worksheet to refigure your estimated tax for the next 
quarter. If you estimated your earnings too low, again 
complete another Form 1040-ES worksheet to recalculate 
your estimated tax for the next quarter. You want to 
estimate your income as accurately as you can to avoid 


penalties. 


You must make adjustments both for changes in your 
own situation and for recent changes in the tax law. 
Corporations generally use Form 1120-W to figure 


estimated tax.

in drug seizure in California 


A Wilmington detective Michael Patterson, who is currently seamed to the DEA Drug Task Force, 
recently took part in an multi-jurisdictional investigation which lead to significant drug seizures in the 
State of California. The investigation resulted in the seizure of 87 pounds of methamphetamine, 29,000 
counterfeit pills, approximately 63 pounds of processed marijuana, $15,000 in cash and three handguns. All 
of the drugs seized were destined for the Boston area to be distributed locally. Wilmington Police said, “We 
want to commend detective Patterson as well as all of the en agencies for their diligent work in 
keeping these ene drugs off of our streets.”

othing beats the sim- 
Ne pleasures in life 

such as enjoying an 
ice, cold beer and a bag of 
warm, roasted peanuts 
while watching an after- 
noon ball game. 

Unfortunately, the-recent 
winter weather reminds 
us it is not yet baseball 
season in New England. 
Luckily, you can still enjoy 
the unofficial snack food 
of Major League Baseball, 
as March is National Pea- 
nut Month: 

Peanuts have long been 
considered America’s fa- 
vorite nut, but they are ac- 
tually not part of the nut 
family. 

They are classified as 
legumes, in the same fam- 
ily of such foods as green 
peas, soybeans, and len- 
tils, with the peanut shells 
growing as the fruit of the 
peanut plant below the 
ground’s surface. 

Although there are no 
documented records as to 
the true origin of the pea- 
nut plant, it is thought to 
have come from the region 
of Peru or Brazil as early 
as 1500 B.C., and was grown 
as far north as Mexico. 

Spanish explorers brought 
peanuts from Mexico to 
Europe, where trade and 
exploration spread the 
peanut plant as far as 
Asia and Africa. 

It wasn’t until the 1700’s 
when North America was 
introduced to the peanut 
from Africa, most likely 
brought over by slave ships. 

Records .show that pea- 
nuts did not become a 
commercial crop in the 
U.S. until the 1800’s. 

At first, it was a crop 
intended for livestock and 
the poor, but peanut pro- 
duction steadily grew as 
post-Civil War soldiers dis- 


covered peanuts were a 
sustainable food source 
that was high in protein. 

Popularity for the pea- 
nut grew in the late 1800’s 
thanks to P.T. Barnum's 
traveling circus. 

When the circus would 
come to town, food ven- 
dors would sell hot, roast- 
ed peanuts from carts in 
the street. This snack food 
eventually made its way to 
the ballfields as a game- 
time treat. 

At-the turn of the centu- 
ry a revolutionary, labor- 
saving equipment was in- 
vented to harvest peanut 
crops. Until this invention, 
peanuts had to be harvest- 
ed by hand, which was 
labor intensive and often 
left stems and dirt on the 
retailed product. 

Peanuts quickly became a 
significant crop of the 
south by the early 1900’s 
when the boll weevil threat- 
ened the south’s cotton 
crop. 

Today, peanuts are more 
popular than ever, with the 
average American con- 
suming more than six 
pounds of peanuts per year. 

Because it is such a tas- 
ty treat, many believe that 
the peanut is not as nutri- 
tionally valuable as a 
“true nut” like almonds or 
cashews. In truth, peanuts 
have many of the same 
health benefits as the more 
expensive “true nuts,” and 
should also be considered 
part of a nutritious diet. 

Peanuts are an excellent 
source of magnesium, fo- 
late, vitamin E, copper 
and arginine. 

A quarter cup serving 
boasts a whopping nine 
grams of protein, three 
grams of fiber, and only 
one gram of sugar. 

Peanuts are considered a 
heart-healthy food as they 
can help lower cholesterol 
and stop small blood clots 
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from forming. 

They are also an excel- 
lent addition to a diabetic 
diet as peanuts are a low- 
glycemic food and will not 
cause blood sugar levels 
to spike. 

Because they are high 
in fiber, peanuts can help 
reduce inflammation 
throughout your body as 
well as aid your digestive 
system. 

While peanuts make a 
healthy addition to a daily 
diet, not everyone can en- 
joy them. Peanuts are the 
most common food allergy 
in the United States, caus- 


ing the majority of all. 


food-allergy related deaths. 
Mild peanut allergies 
can show symptoms such 


as itchy hives, nausea, or, 


swelling of the face. 

Severe peanut allergies 
can cause a reaction known 
as anaphylaxis. Symptoms 
include trouble breathing, 
nausea, vomiting, sei- 
zures, swelling of the 
tongue, face or lips, and 
dizziness or confusion. 

You should seek medical 
attention immediately if 
you experience any of 
these symptoms after con- 
suming peanuts, and con- 
sult your doctor if you sus- 
pect you: have had mild 
symptoms after eating 
peanuts. 

Peanuts can be eaten in 
a: variety of ways: raw, 
blanched, roasted, boiled, 
fried, powdered, or made 
into peanut butter. Some 
people remove the thin, 
paper-like skin, but the 
skin contains much of the 
peanuts nutritional profile, 
and should be left on when 
adding peanuts to your 
daily diet. 

For an easy breakfast- 
time, protein boost, add 
peanuts to your favorite 
muffin or pancake recipe, 
or use peanut butter in- 
stead of jam on your

Total Trihalomethanes (TTHM) MCL Violation 
at Tewksbury MA Water System 


Our water system recently violated a drinking water standard. Although this incident was not 
an emergency, as our customers, you have a right to know what happened and what we are 


doing to correct this situation. 


We routinely monitor for the presence of drinking water contaminants. Testing results from 
February 5, 2022 show that our system exceeds the standard, or maximum contaminant level 
(MCL), for TTHM. The standard for TTHM is 80 parts per billion (ppm). It is determined by 

averaging all samples collected by our system for the last 12 months. The level of TTHM 
averaged at our system for November 5, 2021 — February 5, 2022 was 88. 


What should I do? 


¢ There is nothing you need to do. You do not need to boil your water or take other corrective 
actions. If a situation arises where the water is no longer safe to drink, you will be notified 


within 24 hours. 


¢ If you have a severely compromised immune system, have an infant, are pregnant, or are 
elderly, you may be at increased risk and should seek advice from your health care 
providers about drinking this water. 


What does this mean? 


This is not an emergency. If it had been an emergency, you would have been notified within 24 


hours. - 


TTHM are four volatile organic chemicals which form when disinfectants react with natural 


organic matter in the water. 


People who drink water containing TTHMs in excess of the MCL over many years may have 
an increased risk of getting cancer.

What is being done? 


The Tewksbury Water Treatment Plant has implemented multiple processes to address this 
issue including: adjusting chlorine dosage, regular basin cleaning, and a preventative 
maintenance plan for our aeration system which is proven to reduce TTHMs. Following the 
most recent sampling event in February 2022, the TTHM values are below the 80 PPB - 
limit, however the annual running average still exceeds the MCL set forth by the state.

In the spring of 2021, the 
Town of Wilmington was 
invited into the Massa- 
chusetts School Building 
Authority’s (MSBA) grant 
program.

On Jan. 5, 2022, the Board 
of Selectmen approved a 
warrant article placing 
this matter before resi- 
dents at a special Town 
Meeting. Since the town’s 
eligibility with the MSBA 
expires on March 28, 2022, 


the special Town Meeting 
vote must occur prior to 
that deadline. 

On Tuesday, March 8, 
2022, the town will hold a 
special Town Meeting at 
the Shriners Auditorium 
(99 Fordham Road) at 7 
p.m. to vote on this article. 

On Feb. 15, 2022, the Fi- 
nance Committee held a 
public hearing to discuss 
the article. Once conclud- 
ed, the Finance Commit- 
tee held a meeting to dis- 
cuss the warrant article 
and unanimously approv- 
ed of the appropriation. 

It is the Committee’s rec- 
ommendation for approval 
of the article which is a 
step forward in allowing 
the town to receive a grant 
to cover a portion of the 
proposed school’s cost.

tion and sales of tribal 
lands, is sobering. An- 
other revelation is the 
creation of the "Ran- 


gers,” the Indian fighters . 


who were the forebearers 
of our modern military - 
"In Country,” a.k.a Indi- 
an Country, as used in 
Vietnam to indicate anti- 
guerilla warfare against 
the inhabitants of the 


Tewksbury 


land. 

The relationship of In- 
dian people to their 
lands and to the animals 
they managed was never 
as owners, but as stew- 
ards and protectors.

Former WHS star takes 500-meter title at NEC C hampionships, Breaks two program records

STATEN ISLAND, 
NY/WILMINGTON - For 
as long as she can 


remember, Emma 
Garrity has been 
extremely competitive 


when it comes to sports. 
Get her on that starting 
line on a track, and she 
not only will bring talent 
and speed, but a confi- 
dence that's needed 
which has turned her 
into an elite collegiate 
athlete. 

Back on the weekend of 
February 19-20th, the 
junior at Bryant 
University continued her 
torrid season by taking 
the NEC Championship 
title in the 500-meters, 
breaking her own school 
record with a time of 
1:14.57. She was also the 
lead-off leg of the third 
place 4x400 relay team, 
which also broke a school 
record at 3:54.48, set two 
years ago when Garrity 
was a member of that 
team as a freshman. 

A junior academically, 
this is just Garrity's 
third season as a mem- 
ber of the women's track- 
and-field team, as 
COVID wiped out her 
freshman outdoor season 
and sophomore. indoor 
season (she can get those 
two seasons of eligibility 
back). and having that 
competitive drive has 
already established her 
as one of the best middle 
distance runners _— in 
school history. 

“(My brother Luke and 
I) grew up in a big neigh- 
borhood with (former 
Wilmington High 
Athletes) Sam and Eli 
Jennings, Holly and 
Heather Niemiec, Vinny 
Scifo and all of us just 
grew up outside playing 
together every single 
day,” she said. “We were 
always competing 
against each other at 
such a young age. I was 
always the youngest and 
the smallest, and usually 
one of the only girls, so I 
was motivated from the 
start.” 

She said between ‘is 
neighborhood days, as 
well as competing at 
home against her older 
brother, while her father 
Jim was a pretty good 
athlete himself (a mem- 
ber of the 1980 Fitchburg 
State Men's Basketball 
team), all helped her 
become the great athlete 
she was at the high 
school level. At WHS, she 
became the third female 
in program history to win 
an individual title, taking 


‘the 600-meters at the 


Division 4 Eastern Mass 
Championship Meet back 
in February of 2019, 
before taking fifth in the 
state and competing in 
the New Englands. After 
a successful spring sea- 
son for the Wildcats, she 
made the leap to Bryant 
and has conquered at the 
new level. 

“The biggest change 
from high school to col- 
lege is just once you get 
to the collegiate level, 
you have to have the dis- 
cipline and the confi- 
dence on your own,” she 
said, noting that her par- 
’ ents Jim and Diane are 
her biggest supporters 
and always at all of her 
meets. “In high school,

you are literally brought 
to the line by your coach- 
es. They give you every 
little workout, they are 
always checking up on 
you and doing this and 
that for you, whereas my 
college coach always 
says, 'I don't motivate. 
I'm not going to give you 
a pep talk. You have to be 
here and want it yourself 
or there's nothing I can 
say that's going to 
change that'. Taking that 
responsibility for- me to 
be successful on my own 
and do the little things 
right in the off-season 
(has helped me a great 
deal). I'm taking that 
responsibility for my 
health and for my train- 
ing, bigger than I ever 
have before (and it's pay- 
ing off). 

“I'm extremely compet- 
itive and I've always 
been very motivated so 
for me, (his words) were 
no problem. I just tend to 
notice that's where a lot 
of athletes either sink or 
swim. You can tell the 
athletes who really want 
to be here and do well 
versus the ones who 
don't.” 

Ever since she stepped 
foot at Bryant, Garrity 


took Coach Mitchell 


Switzer's words to heart, 
and did everything on 
her own, year-round, 
night and day. 

“T definitely have 
focused more on strength 
this year than I ever have 
before. I just feel so 
much stronger and so 
much more _ powerful 
than ever before,” she 
said. “It was weight- 
training, it was nutrition 
and just the way that we 
practice in general. I did 
a lot more speedwork 
and explosive work and 
stuff like that this year 
as opposed to long, slow 
runs so that really 
helped. 

“A big part of (my suc- 
cess) is how I train 
throughout the entire 
year. Leading up to the 
C-onferenee 
Championship Meet, I 
had run a bunch of dif- 
ferent events, the 400, the 
600, the 800, the 500 so I 
had a ton of confidence 
in my range. I had done 
the speedwork and I also 
had done the endurance 
work. I just didn't pick 
one event. I kind of have 
been doing a bunch of 
them all season so I knew 
that I was very well- 
rounded going into it.” 

While she's in the best 
shape of her life, Garrity 
said that the . extra 
strength and a better diet 


has helped her -tremen- . 


dously with her speed 


‘and agility on the track. 


More importantly, it 
drastically helped her 
confidence which in turn 
is getting the results she 
knows she can achieve. 
“(The 500-meter race 
was) between myself and 
one other girl (Jazmyn 
Lewis); who is a really 
good athlete from 
Fairleigh Dickinson. I 
knew just based on the 
seeds going into the meet 
that it was going to be 
between me and her, no 
one was really close,” 
Garrity said. as Lewis fin- 
ished at 1:15.05. 
“Throughout this season 
I have just been rolling. 
Every race has been one 
personal record after

During her 
freshman indoor season, 
she was named to the All 
NEC-Rookie Team after 


‘she broke the program's 


record -in the 500 at 
1:16.71. and was part of 
that aforementioned 
school record 4x400 relay 
team. She also ranked 
sixth all-time in school 
history in the 400. 

As a sophomore out- 
doors, she ran times of 
57.79 in the 400 and 
2:22.64 in the 800 and 
went on to place sixth at 
the New England 
Championships in the 400 
and was part of the fifth 
place 4x400 relay. Now 
six months later, she's 
the best 500-meter runner 
in the entire conference 
and lead-off leg of the 
third best relay 4x4 relay 
team in the conference 
as well. 

“Emma had a phenom- 
enal championship week- 
end. Winning the 500, 
breaking the _ school 
record in the process and 
then doubling back to

STONEHAM - At this 
time of year, many high 
school hockey players 
have a tendency to lose 
focus on the task at hand 
and look ahead to the 
post-season, particularly 
if a playoff berth is 
cemented. 

Under the new MIAA 
power rankings format, 
seeding calculations not 
only include wins and 
losses, but other factors 
such as strength of sched- 
ule and even a statistic as 
mundane as scoring dif- 
ferential in particular 
match-ups: Needless to 
say, there are no dispos- 
able games, especially 
down the stretch. A half- 
hearted effort or taking a 
shift off could ultimately 
alter the draw and impact 


a team’s’ tournament 
course. ‘ 
The Stoneham- 


Wilmington girls, which 
have lately been playing 
exceptional hockey, partly 
avoided such a letdown 
and split the difference in 
the final two games of the 
regular season. 

Last Wednesday, they 
claimed a hard-fought 2-1 
sudden win over a stub- 
born Central Catholic club 
but less than twenty-four 
hours later, dropped the 
finale to Pope Francis, 5- 
2. 

“We did play well against 
Central Catholic but in the 
other game, we started 
out a little flat,” said co- 
Coach John _ Lapiana. 


“Once you get in a hole, 


it’s difficult to play out of 
it. We have nights when 
‘we’re super-focused and 
stick to the script. We are 
very competitive when 
that happens.” 

Based on an overall 
record of 8-11-1 and other 
elements, the MIAA has 
seeded Stoneham- 
Wilmington as No. 23 ina 
field of 32 teams in the 
Division 1 ice hockey 
brackets. Their opening 
round opponent, Methuen- 
Tewksbury, also a cooper- 
ative program, received 
No. 11 based partly on an 
8-8-4 finish. 

“We didn’t have common 
opponents and strength of 
schedule did come into 
play,” said Lapiana, when 
asked about the wide mar- 
gin between the rankings. 
“But we have a ton of 
respect for their coaching 
staff and what they’ve 
done historically.” 

It would be the hope of 
the Stoneham-Wilmington 
coaching staff that when 
the girls take to the ice for 
the first round, they 
match or exceed the inten- 
sity of last week’s meeting 
with the 15-5-2 Central 
Catholic Raiders. 

As the teams went 
through their warm-ups, it 
quickly became apparent 
that S-W should hold the 
upper hand. Central 
Catholic brought only 
eight skaters, which was 
reminiscent of some of 
the Wilmington rosters in 
recent years. But LaPiana 
still had his doubts. 

“T_ wasn’t overly con- 
cerned with our opponent 
because we played them 
evenly the last time 
around,” said the coach, 
who agreed that Central 
was likely shorthanded 
due to the winter school 
break. “I was more con- 
cerned with our state of 
mind going into the game. 
We seemed a little loose, 
maybe because of their 
numbers, but there’s a 
fine line there.” 

Lapiana’s strategy was 
simple and it was based 
on his own experience 
with limited numbers. 
Skate hard, take the game 
to your opponent, and 
wait for fatigue to become 
a factor. 

“When we saw eight, it 
didn’t take a lot of brains 
to figure out how to beat 
them,” he said. “Simply, 
make them skate and 
wear them down. But for 
the better part of the 
game, we chose not to do 
that. We saw early what 


Central was doing and 
urged our girls but it still 
came down to the wire.” 

In the earlier meeting 
between these 
which took place in late- 
January, Central Catholic 
skated out of Stoneham 
Arena with a 2-1 win. Top- 
notch senior forward 
Megan Malolepszy 
accounted for both Raider 
goals and their goal- 
tender, freshman Cara 
Kuczek was impressive,

"I think it's an OK draw 
for us. They are kind of a 
similar team to us - simi- 
larly built team anyway.

Everything that was out 
there (for possible match- 
ups), we're OK with it," 
said WHS head coach 
Steve Scanlon. 

These two clubs have a 
lot of history with one 
another, between the 
many years in the Cape 
Ann League and then over 
the last decade-plus, they 
have faced each other 
three times in post-season 
play. Newburyport beat 
Wilmington in 2010, but 
the ‘Cats returned the 
favor in 2012 and then in 
2016 when they competed 
in the Division 1 North 
Sectional tournament. 

While they haven't faced 
each other since the 3-1 
win in '16, and haven't 
faced any common oppo- 
nents this season, both 
teams are certainly bat- 
tled-tested. Wilmington 
has lost all 11 of its 13 
games to teams ranked 6, 
7, 12, 16 and 22 in Di, 1 
and 11 in D2 and 2 and 3 in 
D4. 


Newburyport, on the 


other hand, has been up

WHS record 
books again

- BOSTON - The last time 

a Wilmington High School 
female athlete finished in 
the top four in an individ- 
ual event at the All-State 
Meet (now called 'The 
Meet of Champions') was 
back in 2004 when Jackie 
Mello, then a sophomore, 
placed fourth in the 55- 
meter dash. 

Now 18 years later - and 
four removed from 
Mello's induction into the 
Wilmington High School 
Athletic Hall of Fame - 
current Wilmington High 
senior Celia Kulis not only 
placed fourth in one event 
to tie Mello's accomplish- 
ment, but she did it in two 
events, taking both in the 
55-meter hurdles and high 
jump. 

And sort of like Mello - 
who had no prior track 
experience before getting 
to high school -- Kulis has 
only been competing for 
two years, and now she 
ranks as the state's fourth 
best 55-meter ~ hurdler 
(8.63 seconds) and she fin- 
ished in a tie as the fourth 
best high jumper (5-2). 

She will advance to this 
weekend's New England 
Meet, back at the Reggie 
Lewis Center and compet- 
ing in both events. It's 
believed that she will be 
the first to do that in pro- 
gram history. 

As fascinating as that is, 
the finals of the 55-meter 
hurdles during Saturday's 
Meet was simply spectac- 
ular and truly bizarre. 
Going up against an 
incredibly talented field 
which included Westford's 
Megan Frazee and Jodi 
Parrott of Andover, who 
both placed in the top 
three in three different 
events on this day, as well 
as Jennifer Williams, 
from Old Rochester, who 
was the All-State 
Champion during’ the 
spring season, Kulis cer- 
tainly had her challenges. 

After finishing with a 
personal best while re- 
breaking her own school 
record with an 8.54 time in 
the preliminary — heat, 
Kulis lined up for the 
finals. While most of the 
opposition got off to a fast 
start, Kulis was able to 
gain some speed towards 
the last 15-to-20 meters, 
crossing the finish line 
fourth. : 

The three runners ahead 
of her - Frazee, Parrott 
and Sharon's Simone 
Dunbar -- all finished with 
the same 8.4’time. The 
officials then had to break 
it down to the hundredths 
of a second with Frazee 
taking it at 8.413, Parrott 
was second at 8.415 and 
Dunbar third at 8.417. 
Kulis was fourth and then 
Williams was fifth at 8.65. 

"I've never seen that 
happen before. That was 
just insane, yeah just 
unthinkable,” said Kulis.

“You would never think 
that would ever, ever hap- 
pen, especially in the 
finals. They are amazing. 
It was great (to compete 
against them) especially 
being next to (Jodi) 
Parrott. It's just amazing 
to have someone like that 
to push off of.” , 

Kulis added that the 
start of the race didn't go 
as well as she had hoped, 
which could have caused 
her from having a slightly 
slower time than she did 
in the preliminaries.

“Mollie just missed get- 
ting a medal by one place, 
but she's only a sopho- 
more. There's a lot of 
upside for her. The school 
record is 5-3 by Stephanie 
Baima from (2008), and 
Hannah LaVita cleared 5- 
2 (in 2020), but these two 
girls (Kulis and Osgood) 
took shots at (the record 
today), but it's going to be 
Mollie's record eventual- 
ly.” 

Currently Osgood ranks 
tied for fifth all-time in 
program history.

Once he won that match,

the game resumed, with 
Mallinson on his way to a 
41-point night, which 
included ten three-point- 
ers, as part of a 67-53 win 
for the Wildcats.

the rare feat. 

Mallinson is just the sev- 
enth Wilmington player 
and fifth male to reach 
the milestone, joining 
Winston Fairfield in 1959, 
Mike Lombard in 1988, 
Eric Swiezynski in 2001 
and Connor Bennett in 
2015, and then on the 
female side, Ashley Vitale 
in 2007 and of course Kylie 
DuCharme in 2021. 

“It’s really an unbeliev- 
able accomplishment. A 
lot of really good high 
school basketball players 
never get there. It’s hard 
to do,” Ingram said. “I 
remember watching 
Lombard and what a 
great player he was, and I 
played with Swiezynski, 
who was also a great play- 
er.

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Bird watching in the winter

Ducks. We were looking 
for ducks. Snow pants, 
gloves, hats, and binocu- 
lars. Friends visiting from 
Virginia invited us to join 
them on Cape Ann for bird- 
ing recently. In the winter? 
Indeed. 

Ducks from Canada find 
the waters off Rockport, 
Gloucester, and Plum Is- 
land a perfect winter mi- 
gration stopover, chock full 
of food and presumably 
warmer water than further 
north. Warmer? 

Our friends quickly deem- 
ed our binoculars inferior, 
and shared their high-pow- 
ered scope and field glasses 
with us. Looking out onto 
the churning waters off of 
Halibut Point in Rockport, 
we noticed that on a sunny 
but cold Sunday morning, 
the parking lot was surpri-. 
singly full. Birders were 
all over the place on this 
16 degree morning sporting 
backpacks, _ binoculars 
around their necks, carry- 
ing scopes on tripods, and 
asking each other “what 
are you seeing?” 

While we knew people 
were bird watching enthu- 
siasts, it was a complete 
surprise to learn about the 
year ‘round opportunities, 
and the subculture of bird- 
ers that even compete 
each year to spot a dizzy- 
ing number of birds. Watch 
the comedy “The Big Year” 
to learn more. 

As we worked our way 
out to the rocky ledges, our 
friends pointed and started 
calling out the species they 


were seeing. “Hiders... 
there’s a Long Tail... Scaup.” 
But the species they were 
really after was the Harle- 
quin, considered one of the 
most beautiful birds in the 
duck family. The Harle- 
quin is multicolored and 
has some of the most spec- 
tacular plumage of the sea 
ducks. 

The Long Tail is another 
beautiful duck, and had we 
not been with experienced 
birders, we would not have 
appreciated the variety of 
coastal birds that were 
bobbing as a group in the 
surf, nor that there is a 
distinction between sea 
ducks and _ freshwater 
ducks. | 

Moving to another loca- 
tion, the Rogers Point 
neighborhood, additional 
waterfowl were gathered. 
Out of: nowhere, people 
started coming across the 
rocks, asking “did you see 
the raft of Harlequins over 
there?” 

We looked down at the 
water, above the horizon 
and below the horizon, 
waiting and watching. And 
then our friends referred 
to their phones and we 
were off again, this time 
just a few minutes away to 


Gloucester’s Jodrey State 


Fish Pier. | 

Jodrey is a public pier 
and popular birding site 
we learned. A Merganser 
was quickly spotted, its 
green head plumage shim- 
mering in the sun. Again, 
seemingly out of nowhere, 
people appeared with long 
camera lenses and binocu- 
lars. 

“Have you seen an Ice- 
land gull?” This, appar- 


ently, would be a score if 
spotted; the Iceland is 
white all the way to the tip 
of its wings. Nope, not this 
time. But there were other 
gulls galore. No loons. 

We learned that the bird- 
ers reference apps .that 
are updated in real time 
by other birders, sending 
spotters driving all over 
Cape Ann. After thanking 
them for the new adven- 
ture, our friends were on 
their way again, this time 
heading up to Plum Island 
to spot a Snowy Owl in 
one of the parking lots.

officials 
ponder the 
future of 


outdoor dining

Left with just weeks to re- 
spond to the inevitable loss of 
the emergency pandemic 
measure, town officials in 
Stoneham recently bemoaned 
the quiet removal of an out- 
door dining extension that 
had been tucked inside a $101 
million COVID-19 response 
bill. 

During a virtual meeting 
last month, Stoneham Select 
Board member Shelly Mac- 
Neill, who works as Chief of 
Staff to State Senator Michael 
Moore, warned her col- 
leagues that the final version 
of the COVID-19 spending bill 
had been shipped off to Mass. 
Governor Charles Baker 
without the proposed exten- 
sion of the state’s special out- 
door dining provisions. 

In response, town officials 
are now scrambling to figure 
out what changes, if any, need 
to be made to town regula- 
tions and zoning bylaws to let 
restaurant owners to seat din- 
ers outside along town 
streetscapes. 

The existing emergency 
regulatory structure for out- 
door dining, which dates 
back to the first year of the 
COVID-19 pandemic, will offi- 
cially lapse in Stoneham and 
all other Massachusetts’ 
communities on April 15. 

“As far as outdoor dining 
goes, the [state] Senate in- 
cluded language to change 
the date from April 15 to Dec. 
15 of 2022. But then the House 
removed that language, so it’s 
no longer in the bill,” Mac- 
Neill explained during a re- 
cent virtual meeting. 

“It’s very unfortunate,” 
later responded Stoneham Se- 
lect Board Chair Heidi Bilbo. 
“That would have been one of 
the opportunities to support 
restaurants that are still try- 
ing to make their way back 
after the pandemic and the 
loss of business.” 

As Stoneham tries to forge 
a path forward for outdoor 
dining, officials in neighbor- 
ing communities like Woburn 
and Burlington have already 
passed zoning changes. 

Meanwhile, a handful of 
cities and towns across the 
state, such as Winchester, 
don’t have to worry about the 
change because the commu- 
nity enacted an outdoor din- 
ing approval process before 
the emergence of COVID-19. 

According to proponents 
of an indefinite outdoor din- 
ing extension, the popular 
“parklets” and outdoor patio 
spaces that cropped up all 
over the state have brought 
new life and vibrancy to 
downtown areas and other 
commercial districts. 

First to ponder the poten- 
tial permanent change to mu- 
nicipal streetscapes, 
Woburn’s City Council first 
began debating a pair of zon- 
ing changes back in May of of 
2021 to codify the emergency 
state permitting process into 


local zoning ordinances. 
“With all the horrible 


things that came out of 


COVID, one good thing that 
has come about is the appeal 
for outdoor and rooftop din- 
ing. What our zoning ordi- 
nance is doing is 
incorporating rooftop and 
outdoor dining into our defini- 
tion of full-service restau- 
rants,” said former City 
Council President Edward 
Tedesco during a meeting in 
Woburn City Hall last spring. 

After spending months 
fine-tuning and expanding the 
initial proposal, Woburn ulti- 
mately passed a total of three 
zoning changes related to out- 
door dining in the final days 
of 2021. 

Ultimately, Woburn ad- 
dressed the potential expira- 
tion of the state’s emergency 
pandemic permitting process 
by including outdoor dining 
areas in the definition of a 
full-service restaurant and al- 
lowing the use within all zon- 
ing districts where eateries 
are allowed. 

During a prolonged debate 
over the outdoor dining issue, 
city officials also included a 
clause in the zoning regs that 
prohibit fast-food establish- 
ments from taking advantage 
of the legislation. City offi- 
cials say the city’s License 
Commission will retain con- 
trol over applications from 
petitioners seeking to set-up 
dining areas on public side- 
walks or city parks. 

Just weeks ago, Burling- 
ton Town Meeting representa- 
tives voted overwhelmingly in 
favor of enacting its own out- 
door dining permitting 
process, which will enable 
food service establishments 
to apply for outdoor seating 
permits on a seasonal basis 
between April 1 and Nov. 1. 

_ The Town Meeting initia- 
tive passed after a special 
task force spent more than 20 
months studying in real-time 
the merits and potential pit- 
falls around allowing private 
businesses to set-up dining 
areas on both private prop- 
erty and public streets and 
sidewalks. The task force, 
consisting of representatives 
from various elected boards 
and public safety depart- 
ments, had been charged 
with reviewing petitions for 
outdoor dining since the early 
days of the COVID-19 pan- 
demic. 

Ultimately, that task force 
and Burlington’s Planning 
Board will retain jurisdiction 
over the placement of seating 
on public sidewalks and 
streetscapes through a spe- 
cial permitting/site plan ap- 
proval process. The town’s 
Select Board will also have to 
issue a separate approval of 
any permanent patio or din- 
ing area that sits upon a pub- 
lic right-of-way. 

Though some Burlington 
residents are worried about 
the potential for noise nui- 
sances and the loss of public 


parking in busy commercial 
districts, most Town Meeting 
voters appeared satisfied that 
the town will retain the au- 
thority to respond to such sit- 
uations. 

“This [proposal] was de- 
veloped to support a popular 
practice of creating outdoor 
seating options for patrons 
that many food-service busi- 
nesses and property owners 
adopted during the pan- 
demic,” said Melisa Tinto- 
calis, Burlington’s economic 
development director, during 
the recent Town Meeting as- 
sembly. “The seasonal instal- 
lations are not fixed 
structural changes, — but 
rather light installations with 
bistro-style seating onsite, 
along sidewalks, or within 
protective barriers for safety 
and visual interest.” 

Looking to help out busi- 
nesses shuttered early on in 
the pandemic, Mass. Gover- 
nor Charles Baker in June of 
2020 first sanctioned an emer- 
gency public health directive 
that fast-tracked the local ap- 
proval process for makeshift 
outdoor dining areas across 
the state. 

Under the gubernatorial 
decree, made possible under 
the powers granted to the 
state’s chief executive during 
a State-of-emergency, munic- 
ipalities were authorized to 
issue temporary special per- 
mits allowing private busi- 
nesses to place tents, tables, 
and chairs in courtyards and 
parking lots, along sidewalks, 
and even along public ways. 

Proving wildly popular, 
the outdoor dining areas have 
been credited with saving 
hundreds of restaurant own- 
ers from financial ruin as a 
result of the pandemic and 
related restrictions placed on 
business activities at the start

of the public health crisis. 
Back in the spring of 2021, 
after Baker called an end to 
underlying _state-of-emer- 
gency over COVID-19, the 
state Legislature was asked to 
intervene to ensure the spe-

Stoneham have just weeks to 
act.

To say Naomi Watts is 
the only star in "The Des- 
perate Hour" is a little mis- 
leading. She's pretty much 
the only person in the film, 
that's true. But you could 
make the case that she has 
a co-star in her iPhone. 

Watts spends most of 
"The Desperate Hour" furi- 
ously typing, listening, con- 
sulting, pleading or 
otherwise glued to her 
smartphone as it takes on 
an outsized importance. 
Alone and lost in the woods, 
it's her only lifeline to the 
world. 

Watts plays Amy Carr as 
the first anniversary of her 
husband's death ap- 
proaches. She has a young 
daughter and a sullen, de- 
pressed teenage son. She 
goes on a five-mile jog into 
a forest and then finds out 
there's been a shooting at 
the local school. The film's 
meat is her harrowing hour 
of not knowing what's hap- 
pening in _— gut-twisting 
WOITY. 

As an acting exercise, it's 
intriguing — barely any 
scene partners and all un- 
folding in real time. As a 
film, net so much: After a 
plodding, placid start, it 
goes from first gear into 
fifth and never relents as 
the woes pile on. 


It turns out watching an. 


hour of Watts breathing 
heavily as she runs and gets 
more frantic, her eyes ever 
widening, isn't that much 
fun. At one point, Watts' 
character rolls her ankle, 
forcing her to limp the rest 
of the way. You might roll 
your eyes. Method limping. 


Director Phillip Noyce 
squeezes out every possible 
trick to keep us interested. 
There are high, overhead 
shots of Watts running 


through colorful trees and 


shots of her looking upward 
from the dirt path. The 
camera sometimes swirls 
around her face like a wasp 
and ominous music swells. 

In some ways, "The Des- 
perate Hour" could be seen 
like an 84-minute commer- 
cial for the iPhone, as our 
heroine flips from Face- 
Time to live TV, one-touch 
Contacts, listens to music 
through earbuds, opens the 
Lyft or Instagram apps, 
checks locations on her 
satellite map, or relies on 
Siri's robotic calmness. 
("Starting route. Take Rose- 
wood Trail for half a mile," 
it chirps. ) 

But, in other ways, the 
film is as anti-technology as 
you can get, revealing that 
the apparent order prom- 
ised by those rows of color- 
ful apps on your home 
screen is just an illusion. 
Unwanted calls interrupt, 
connections. are dropped, 
GPS can fail, live TV needs 
buffering, voicemail boxes 
get filled and, sometimes, 
simply no one answers. 

Watts at one point 
screams in pure frustration 
— a feeling anyone who's 
ever owned a phone will rec- 
ognize. "Please stay on the 
line to speak to our next 
available operator," says one 
of the recordings that sets 
her over the edge. In an- 
other scene, those three dots 
signaling someone is writ- 
ing a text maddingly disap- 
pear. : 

The crisis reveals to Carr 
people who are really 


friends. A random car me- 
chanic proves heroic, but a 
close pal going through the 
same crisis reveals a lack of 
empathy. The 911 dispatch- 
ers are amazing, maybe a 
little too amazing. "I might 
just be a voice on the other 
end of this line, but I'm here 
for you," one says. "You did 
what any other mom would 
do. " 

Carr might be lost i in the 
woods, but any viewer by 
the halfway mark will know 
exactly where Chris Spar- 
ling's increasingly melodra- 
matic script is headed. We 
don't need GPS to know that 
her family will be connected 
to the shooting and a ham- 
fisted attempt to speak 
about gun violence will be 
made. The moment she 
starts playing detective out 
there in the woods pushes 
the film past belief. 

It's a movie that could 
only be made now, with us 
dependent on our smart- 
phones but they not always 
proving to be as smart as 
we'd like. Maybe that all 
changes with 5G, but here, 
there are long scenes in 
which a sweaty, panicked 
lady is just poking at her 
phone and swearing like a 
sailor. How her battery — or 
any viewer — lasts until the 
end is a mystery. 

"The Desperate Hour," a 
Vertical Entertainment re- 
lease that hits theaters and 
on demand Friday, is rated 
PG-13 for "thematic content 
and some strong language."

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Town Manager gives overview of warrant articles

WILMINGTON — Wil- 
mington Town Manager 
Jeff Hull walked the Board 
of Selectmen through the 
articles proposed for the 
annual Town Meeting war- 
rant this year. 

Most of the articles had 
already been. received, 
except for articles being 
prepared by the Inhabi- 
tant By-Law Committee. 
These articles, Hull ex- 
plained, would propose 
both substantive and cler- 
ical changes to the by-law 
and appear in the war- 
rant. 

There were 54 articles 
overviewed in total. Two 
were already proposed to 
be removed: articles 23 
and 45. Article 45 pertain- 
ed to using town resources 
to promote articles for 
ballot questions. However, 
after speaking to town 
counsel, Hull determined 
that this would add time 
and effort to the process 
and didn’t seem to be the 
best way to affect change. 


Article 4 concerned bank- 
ing and authorizing ac- 
counts. Article 5 would be 
an omnibus article for all 
of the department budgets. 
_Then there were numer- 
ous articles proposing to 
spend money for capital 
improvements. Article 6 
asked for money for new or 
replacement vehicles from 
police cruisers to dump 
trucks, ranging in price 
from $95,000 to $202,000. 
Articles 7 and 8 would 
complete the dispatch sys- 
tem and communications 
upgrades at the Public 
Safety Dispatch Center for 
a total of $500,000. 

Article 9 would seek funds 
for traffic control devices 
to be installed at Route 62 
and the Public Safety Buil- 
ding in the amount of 
$400,000. Article 10 would. 
replace the town’s phone 
system with a voiceover IP 
system. 

Article 11- proposed to 
spend $550,000 for the in- 
tersection of Shawsheen 
Street, Hopkins Street, and 
Lake Street. Article 12 ask- 
ed for $520,000 to resurface 


the Frank Kelley track at 
the high school. Article 13 
would seek funds to resur- 
face the middle school 
parking lot. 

Article 20 would be to pay 
for replacement roofing 
at the Shawsheen Street 
School for over $800,000, 
while article 21 was just 
for design work to replace 
roofing at the West Inter- 
mediate School. Article 22 
would seek funds to design 
the installation of two oil- 
fired boilers at the Woburn 
Street School. 

They would also address 
replacement school pro- 
jectors. with articles 24 
and 25, the elementary 
school’s public address 
system with article 26, and 
network switch and wire- 
less network replacements 
with articles 27 and 28. 

Article 14 would address 


the compliance with muni- 


cipal separate stormwater, 
Article 15 proposed to de- 
molish the home at 64 
Wildwood St. There would 
be updates made to. the 
Wildwood Cemetery for 
article 16. Article 17 pro- 


posed money to go toward 
crack ceiling roads. Arti- 
cle 18 would fund the town 
sewer division, and 19 
would fund the relocation 
of the underground panel 
for a sewer pump current- 
ly located in front of Mar- 
ket Basket. 

Article 29 proposed to 
transfer. money for fees 
associated with PEG Ac- 
cess. Article 30 would set 
aside $1 million to go tow- 
ard Other Post Employ- 
ment Liability. Article 31 
would move $1 million into 
the capital stabilization 
fund. With article 31, the 
town would pre-pay on the 
Middlesex retirement sys- 
tem about $1.5 million. 

The town would support 
Veterans services and ce- 
remonies with articles 35 
and 36 and the 4th of July 
celebration with article 
24. There are also two pro- 
posals to name spaces in 
honor of residents: article 
43 would name the corner 
of Arlene Avenue and Sa- 
lem Street as Richard K. 
“Dick” Hayden Memorial 
Corner, and article 44 


would name the Hathaway 
Acres conservation trail 
as John “Jack” Maguire 
Trail in honor of the po- 
lice officer lost in the line 
of duty. 

Articles 39 and 40, Hull 
said, were included just in 
case they would need tem- 
porary easements on Low- 
ell Street and allow. the 
Board of Selectmen to ac- 
cept alterations in the lay- 
out of the intersection. 

Article 41 would allow the 
town to designate a park- 
ing clerk and require resi- 
dents to pay their parking 
tickets before they can 
renew their registrations. 
Article 42 -would release 
residents over the age of 
70 from paying fees associ- 
ated with licensing dogs. 
Articles 46-48 would make 
edits in town documents 
including the inhabitant 
by-law where the Board of 
Selectmen is named, re- 
placing those references 
with Select Board in col- 
laboration with changing 
the board’s name. 

The Planning Board sub- 
mitted four articles relat- 


ed to zoning issues, as de- 
tailed by the town manag- 
er. Article 49 would rezone 
an area in North Wilming- 
ton between Waltham 
Street to Jefferson Road 
from General Industrial 
and General Business’ to 
Neighborhood Mixed Use. 
Hull commented that this 
area currently held a 
warehouse that might not 
be in an appropriate place. 

Article 50 would add de- 
sign standards for mixed 
use zones. Article 51 would 
fix a mistake in oversight 
related to pet care facili- 
ties in neighborhood mix- 
ed use. Article 52 was re- 
lated to shade trees to 
reduce heat island effects 
in parking lots as a result 
of a municipal vulnerabil- 
ities study. 

The only two petitioned 
articles. were article 53 
proposing to ban the use 
of polystyrene in town and 
article 54 requesting per- 
mission to acquire a piece 
of town-owned property.

cuts, and removing the 
tank from the ground until 
it can be relocated.

Hull mentioned that 
the town was also thinking 
about a plan for a situa- 
tion where the town would 
have to make an initial 
payout in coverage efforts 
if they succeed the deduc- 
tible of $500,00. He also 
suggested the possibility 
of relocating students and 
including those costs in 
the money that would hope- 
fully be rewarded by the 
company at fault. 

While maintaining that 
the Wildwood School is 
safe to occupy during the 
cleanup process, Superin- 
tendent Dr. Glenn Brand 
also announced on Mon- 
day night that the Wild- 
wood will be closed during 
the treatment and for the 
rest of the school year, so 
all students and staff will 
be relocated. 

In communications, the 
board received several 
memos from the town 
manager regarding a com- 
ment letter to be sent to 


place to maintain proper 
operability of the cross 
arms and to eliminate 
the chances of this tragic 
accident from happening 
again. : 

On Tuesday, Feb. 22, 
2022, the MBTA and Keo- 
lis announced that they 
are focused on the “hu- 
man element” of the rail- 
road crossing testing 
process.

Kevin Caira also wrote-a 
letter reporting on the 
new town hall/school ad- 
min building design, where 
he explained the commit- 
tee heard from WCTV and 
would work with the school 
department on their space 
requirements. 

Gary DePalma asked if 
the building. would affect 
parking for students and 
the 4th of July celebration. 
Caira responded to say that 
there would likely be an 
effect on the 4th of July cel- 
ebration but not on parking 
for high school students. 

The board agreed to meet 
to begin the town manag- 
er’s evaluation during their 
first meeting in June. 

They proceeded to consid- 
er giving the town mana- 
ger guidance on what de 
velopment proposals should 
come to the board for pres- 
entation. Hull asked the 
board for specificity about 
the type of projects he 
should bring in — things 
like scale and type of proj- 
ect. However, he cautioned 
the board from adding an 
unnecessary manual step 
for developers who don’t 
need Board of Selectmen 
approval. 

DePalma maintained 
that their meetings serve
